Let us not be squeamish. 

Let us not hang onto an il- 
lusion because it hurts our van- 
ity to give it up, when the facts 
are patent. 

We have lost control of our 
government as citizens, and our 
vaunted democracy exists in 
theory only. 

Government has become so 
big, so unwieldy, so formidable, 
that instead of being the State, 
it is a State over a State— an 
arrogant, insolent Frankenstein, 
against which no one can do 
anything excepting a group of 
internationalists, worth nothing 
but money, who see that men 
amenable to themselves and 
their interests are elected to of- 
fice, and who then shape the 
policies of those public servants 
by making them accept the 
money-bund’s counsel. 

The ordinary citizen going 
about his daily tasks, is begin- 
ning to realize in his heart of hearts that the only semblance 
to “free” institutions left to him is the privilege of going to 
the polls once every four years and saying which of two men 
shall be the nominal executive, and which of two parties shall 
have a majority in Congress. But thereafter he is not con- 
sulted. Thereafter he must submit to any fiat or ukase which 
such executive or such congressional majority sees fit to issue. 
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E IS entirely immaterial to 
! the international money- 

bund which man or which party 
is so specified by the hosts of 
Little Citizens. 

The average American “free- 
man” exists only to name the 
man and the party, whereupon 
“the same old clique”—as Sen- 
ator Long has described it— 
== proceeds to move in and conduct 
the country’s affairs at its pleas- 
ure and profit. 

This international money- 
bund, composed principally of 
men of an un-American extrac- 
tion, their squires, satraps, and 
native-born “fronts,” dominate 
and direct both political groups. 
The annual, bi-annual, or 
quarter-annual specification of 
executives and representatives 
by the Little Citizen is only a 
palliative to keep him quiet and 
let him think he is running the 
show. 

It is a fact well known to 
all but the adolescent-minded 
that the partners of the big alien 
banking houses divide them- 
selves into two camps as each election approaches. 

One-half of the partners back one candidate and political 
party; one-half of the partners back the opposing candidates 
and political party. 

No matter which one wins at the polls, the partners on 
the winning side, as the entire banking house, then go to the 
successful electorate and say: “See, we helped you get into 
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office, now you must turn about and do something for us.” 

Sometimes an inexperienced executive, elected for the 
first time, may be naive enough to ask: “And what is it you 
want us to do for you?” 

The answer in ultimate substance is: “We will become 
your ‘advisers.’ We will ‘counsel’ you. In other words, we 
will show you how to conduct your office by conducting it 
for you.” 

And forthwith they proceed to move in and do it. 

Mind you, it is not the old-fashioned “capitalists” of the 
socialistic propagandists who do this thing; the term “capi- 
talist” is already obselete. 


It is an alien money group, with branches in every great 
city in the world, and their agents in the affairs of all gov- 
ernments, who make it their business to see that the affairs of 
each nation are run as they want those affairs run. 


Their power rests on the actual possession of literal gold. 


If the Little Citizen gets his hands on more than $100 
worth of this precious metal which makes or unmakes em- 
pires, this alien money group has a ukase published declaring 
that the Little Citizen shall go to the penitentiary for such 
possession, but members of the money-bund may keep and 
manipulate as much of it as they please. 

Without consulting a free citizenry in the slightest, they 
even persuade Presidents of great democratic nations to is- 
sue such ukases.

As Senator Thomas declares, on another page of this 
issue, in his gold ukase effective May 1st, the President of 
these United States has exceeded his authority and assumed 
a dictatorship that is flagrantly unconstitutional, and by so 
doing has arrogantly set our Constitution aside—the same 
Constitution under which he holds office—in favor of a 
special class of alien financial overlords. 


And night on night, and week on week, reams upon reams 
of publicity is projected, calling loudly on the public to 
“stand back” of Mr. Roosevelt, because these same financial 
overlords strongly suspect that it is in the range of possibili- 
ties that the Little Citizen may suddenly awaken to the way 
in which his rights are being wrested from him under the 
guise of an “emergency,” and do something drastic about it.

5 ees may be those who are skeptical that such super- 
vision of government by the money barons exists, re- 
gardless of which political party is in power. 

Suppose we become specific. 


During the past four years, everyone at all acquainted 
with the tenor of political life in Washington has been well 
aware that Mr. Bernard Baruch was one of President Hoov- 
er’s closest advisers. 


Mr. Baruch by his own attestments before the Congres, 
is one of the world’s greatest money barons. 

He testified before the Fall Committee, and it is record- 
ed in the official reports of the Congress, that he personally 
“controlled” 243 out of the 246 war industries in the Amer- 
ican nation! 

He with his banking associates have a financial interes 
in every government worthy the name, on earth. 


President Hoover, on the other hand, was the chief ex- 
ecutive and titular head of the Republican party. 

The Republicans, however, due to a mysterious “depres 
sion” arriving while they were in power, had encountered a 
persona non grata position with the American people. 

A change was imminent. 


Mr. Franklin Roosevelt, governor of New York, was 
nominated to head an opposition party that should come into 
power and “fix things.” 

What happened? 

The moment Mr. Roosevelt had returned from accepting 
such nomination in Chicago, the public press reported that 
Mr. Baruch, “the country’s leading Democrat,” had hastened 
to Albany to “congratulate” him, and take counsel with him. 

In the weeks between Mr. Roosevelt’s election and ka 
taking of office, a series of consultations followed between 
Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Baruch. 

Those persons in the American nation who had long since 
thrown over their beliefs in Santa Claus, logicized that Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Baruch were not “conferring” on any- 
thing other than Mr. Roosevelt’s forthcoming policies in re- 
gard to finance. 

Sophisticated students of the situation suspected, of | 
course, that Mr. Baruch was actually shaping the financial 
policies of the Democratic party. 

The most eminent adviser of President Hoover, a Re- 
publican, became the most eminent adviser of President 
Roosevelt, a Democrat. 

The real issues of the times are those of finance. 
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The Little Citizen therefore had the “say” as to whether 
Mr. Baruch should confer with Mr. Hoover or with Mr. 
Roosevelt. And nothing more! 

It boils down to that. 

Mr. Baruch meanwhile, and all the time, is primarily a 
money baron, serving his own international interests and 
the interests of his race. 


R. BARUCH and the associates both here and in 
Europe, are not at all panicky before the new Frank- 
ensteins of governments, in America or anywhere else. 

They are those Frankensteins, the State over many States, 
about which the Little Citizen erroneously thinks he can do 
nothing. 

To speak even disrespectfully of Mr. Baruch and his as- 
sociates is to be guilty of a form of lese majesty—to earn the 
opprobrium of “‘radical”—and to be among those dangerous- 
ly intent on “pulling down American institutions.” 

Mr. Baruch as a “great financier” is a god inviolate. 

A man who advises presidents and is owner or “control- 
ler” of 243 out of 246 of the nation’s war industries, is a 
dangerous person for the Little Citizen to monkey with—or 
so the latter docilely assumes. 

The Little Citizen knows, however, that it is the last 
word in jeopardy to a country for one citizen to own or “con- 
trol” 243 out of 246 war industries. 

But what can the Little Citizen do about it? 

His power is limited to designating which of two chief 
executives Mr. Baruch shall confer with. 

At all other times it is apparent that his offices consist of 
depositing his earnings in the corner bank that they may 
finally arrive under Mr. Baruch’s jurisdiction and be em- 
ployed as Mr. Baruch and his fellow countrymen desire to 
see them employed for Mr. Baruch’s professional purposes. 


Nee Mr. Baruch is not owning or “controll- 
ing” 243 out of the nation’s 246 war industries merely 
to see them stand idle and rust. 

Mr. Baruch and his associates do not collect war indus- 
tries as Henry Ford collects old fashioned stage coaches— 
they collect war industries to produce munitions, either for 
the use of this nation or for other nations. 

It stands as a simple factor in an equation of logic that 
war industries and war munitions are fundamentally for the 
purpose of carrying on wars. 

When wars are not carried on, those industries deteriorate 
and little boys break the windows of the factories. 

Therefore it is the interest of Mr. Baruch and his asso- 
ciates to see that wars are carried on, somewhere on earth, 
and consume the products manufactured in those 243 indus- 
tries. 

Just which countries prosecute those wars, and which 
citizens or races of citizens are slaughtered, is quite im- 
material. 

It is just as profitable to make a shell that kills a China- 
man as to make a shell that kills a Russian, a German, and 
Englishman, or an American. 

The thing is to ill. 

Is it any wonder—to those who have long ago suspected 
that there is no such person as Santa Claus—that Mr. Baruch 
should be a very close adviser to Presidents indeed. 


In fact, in his position, with 243 out of 246 war indus- 
tries sitting heavily on his shoulders, it would be rational and 
reasonable if Mr. Baruch moved his bed right inside the 
White House. 

His interests are avowedly so extensive that he should 
not afford to let Franklin D. Roosevelt out of his sight even 
long enough to take breakfast with Mrs. Roosevelt.

But let the Little Citizen take heart. 

He may think there is nothing he can do about it except- 
ing to wait for four years more to pass, when he shall have 
a new opportunity of designating with whom Mr. Baruch 
and his associates may “confer.” 

Mr. Baruch and his associates doubtless entertain the 
same illusions. 

But are they correct in such preposterous assumptions?

As Senator Long declared, there are those who would 
like to stay on good terms with the White House, but do not 
necessarily have to do it.

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Another Senator Dares Flout 
the Rooseveltian Despotism 


S Franklin D. Roosevelt following in 
the footsteps of Herbert C. Hoover? 

By what right has he assumed to set 
aside the Constitution under which he 
functions? 

If Congress presumed to give him 
such authority “its members have falsi- 
fied their oath of office!”—so declares 
former Senator Charles S. Thomas of 
Denver, Colo., writing in the recent 
newspapers throughout the middlewest. 

It is a matter of public record that 
for days and weeks preceding his taking office, Mr. Roose- 
velt was in constant conference with Bernard M. Baruch, 
assumedly on financial and economic policies of his adminis- 
tration. 

If on assuming office, Mr. Roosevelt at once begins per- 
forming executive acts that are outside the spirit of the Con- 
stitution, then why is it not common sense to lay the origin 
of the marplotting squarely at the door of this same Baruch? 

Listen to Senator Thomas:— 


pate oe E once defined gold as “the invisible god.” 

Whatever its physical qualities, it was always and still is 
the most formidable deity ever worshipped by mankind. 
Even when the first commandment was voiced at Sinai, the 
Jews were imaging the golden calf at the foot of the moun- 
tain. Moses destroyed their statue but he could not dethrone 
the metal which until quite recently men and women were 
privileged to see, albeit the bulk of it was buried in the 
ground from whence it came. 

We, or some of us, therefore, knew that it is yellow, 
bright and heavy. Also that by reason of the supernatural 
qualities with which it has been endowed, it measures and 
shifts the values of all things spiritual and material. More- 
over, the more fortunate of the people until recently, could 
actually acquire and enjoy meager portions of it; while 
theoretically, those possessed of other forms of money might 
demand its conversion into gold as the only real money in 
the habitable world, those contending for other standards 
being neither honest, intelligent or trustworthy. The metal 
failed to function and then abdicated. Yet the Gold God is 
too sacred to be seen. Its fires burn too brightly for mortal 
eyes to gaze upon. 


fe LEADER of American Democracy, ostensibly in- 
vested by congress with the purple of unlimited power, 
recently issued an old-fashioned Russian “ukase” command- 
ing all citizens (they are still so designated) by or before 
May Ist to deposit with the financial authorities all gold and 
gold certificates in their possession in exchange for other 
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forms of money. Failing this, the President by the same 
edict subjects them to arrest, indictment and on conviction to 
a maximum fine of $10,000 or sentence of imprisonment 
for a term of 10 years or both. The visible God of Shakes. 
peare is thereby clothed with invisibility and the single 
standard transformed from a human agency into a thing of 
omnipotence. 

Under the law as written, gold is legal tender for th 
satisfaction of all human obligations. He who demands, and 
he from whom it is demanded, have no alternative but com- 
pliance with its terms. It was thus enacted at the behest and 
by the command of the single standard powers and until yes- | 
terday it functioned as “the law of the land.” But the Presi- 
dent by his ipse dixit has assumed to repeal it. 

The owner of paper money is not only prohibited from 
demanding its redemption in gold, he is commanded under 
the sanction of the penal code to exchange with the treas- 
ury for its paper. Altho his own, he may not even retain 
it save at the risk of his liberty. Its mere possession after 
May 1 becomes a felony eo ipso, not by act of congress but 
by executive order based on legislative delegation of 
authority. 


AAJ a all due acknowledgment of the best of intentions 
with which Hell is said to be paved, J assert that this 
executive order is the most deadly and appalling attack upon 
the integrity of the American Constitution thus far encoumt- 
ered since its ratification. Only by abdication can the Con- 
gress so legislate. Its members falsify their oath of office 
when they so ordain. The President has no more power to 
exercise the authority thus conferred than he had before the 
effort was made to confer it. The plea of necessity would be 
farcical, if the incident were not so tragical in its reaction — 
upon American institutions. 


If the assertion were true, that the salvation of the repub- | 
lic or of the gold standard required this extreme policy, | 
which it is not, then neither is worth the sacrifice. The latter 
has long been a curse and will so continue as long as the pub- 


lic interests are sacrificed upon its altar. Moreover, the gov- | 


ernment has but to stretch out its hand and grasp the remedy; | 
a fact which the world keenly realizes, while its chancelleries | 
wilfully shut their eyes to it and will have none of it. If on 
the other hand, penalizing by edict of those rightfully pos- | 
sessing and entitled to the use of gold is within the executive | 
power, especially in times of peace, then no right of the | 
American citizen is safe from the exercise of despotic power.

Began International Banking! 


HERE may be those who think that we 
are unnecessarily harsh in our consid- 
eration of many alien elements residing 
Ñ| among us, particularly those who con- 
stitute the international banking group. 

But we speak from a knowledge of 
d affairs not open to the average citizen. 

Standing squarely on a platform of 
Protestant Christian Americanism, and 
all that it means in the perpetuation 
of free institutions, we are taking our 
present aggressive attitude because such 
knowledge is being artfully and assiduously kept from the 
rank and file of our people, lest they turn suddenly on these 
international strategists and drive them out of the public 
domain. 

Take, for instance, the distorted and maliciously mispre- 
sented reports of Adolf Hitler’s program in Germany. We 
have good reason to know that no newspaper or magazine of 
consequence in these badly hoodwinked United States, has 
told the truth about what the people of Germany actually 
confronted in January, 1933, that made them arise en masse 
behind an ex-sign painter and consent cheerfully to his law- 
ful dictatorship. 

This has been because America’s newspapers and maga- 
zines are either owned or controlled by the foreign Jewish 
money interests, or their editors and publishers do not wish to 
“offend” their Hebrew readers, inviting economic reprisals. 

Thus is truthful information subverted to a form of in- 
timidation of American journalism, and citizens of the Unit- 
ed States are left to get a vicious, misrepresented, and re- 
prehensible picture of Hitler, with his drastic but manly 
methods maligned and besmirched. 


FN is no race prejudice in the attitude we are taking 
against the menace of an un-American element among 
us, that is laboring day and night to completely permeate and 
control American institutions. 

We have merely to glance back over the pages of Ameri- 
can history to confront appalled the information that is being 
kept from our citizens regarding the operations of this same 
element in times past, directing the control of American his- 
tory, exactly as information regarding Hitler’s true motiva- 
tions are being kept from them at present. 

Do you know, for instance, how the great Rothchild for- 
tune had its beginnings? 

You people who have been crying for “the facts”—are 
you temperamentally prepared to be told the stark, unvarn- 
ished truth? Are you willing to accept the statements of his- 
torians who cannot get their works before the public because 


they offer secret pages of history that expose the machinations 
of this international element? 

Nine out of ten people who profess to know anything 
about the start of the Rothchild fortune at all, will declare 
that it started with a stock-market “killing” on the London 
Bourse when Amschal Mayer, the founder of the House of 
Rothchild, brought in a maliciously erroneous report of the 
outcome of the Battle of Waterloo. 

That is a white-washing fabrication! 

The great continential fortune of the Rothchilds had 
quite different beginnings, and it is high time that the 
Daughters of the American Revolution, and the American 
Legion, knew the disreputable truth. 


REDERICK, the Great, was Grand Master of the Bavar- 
ian Free-Masonry. In 1770, he made the Jew, Mayer 
Amschal Rothchild, his Minister of Finance and Foreign 
Affairs. Mayer was not only manager of 70 to 100 millions 
of the money of the Landgrave of Hesse-Cassel at the time, 
but he was also the treasurer of the secret Universal Jewish 
Alliance. 

It is not generally known that Mayer Amschal Roth- 
child’s first great start in financial life was given him by 
Frederick, the Great. 

The facts of the case are, that the Rothchild fortune was 
built upon the dead bodies of American Colonial patriots. 

Napolean and Waterloo came two decades after the war 
of the American Revolution, and Amschal’s stock-market 
coup only increased those millions already in his possession. 

Frederick, the Great, gave Amschal Mayer the use of the 
20 million dollars that George III, of England, paid him for 
the 17,000 Hessians to whip George Washington, and thus 
retain the American colonies. 

Where is that featured, let alone mentioned, in American 
schoolbooks? 

The Rothchilds had the use of the 20 millions for nine 
years, and when Mayer’s son returned to Prince William the 
money, and the two percent interest for the entire time of 
deposit, the Prince made the Jew a present of the interest. 

T his blood money was the basis of the vast fortune of the 
Rothchilds, that manifests in America today through the 
house of Kuhn-Loeb & Company and similar banking con- 
cerns. 


AS the death of Frederick, the Great, his policy was 
followed not only by his nephew, Frederick William 
II, but by the disciples of Adam Weishaupt, founder of the 
nefarious Illuminati, and by Prussian agents, chief among 
them a Jew named Ephriam, who was sent over to Paris to 
mingle with the mobs during the French Revolution, to 
finance their tumults and inflame their passions. 
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This Jew was obviously the same Ephriam that Frederick 
the Great employed for the purpose of coining false money. 

Frederick William II was in the hands of a fascinating 
Jewess, a daughter of a partner of the Rothchilds, an ances- 
tor of the German Chancellor Methmann-Hollwg-Roth- 
child, the “hero” of the “scrap of paper” incident. 

Certain contemporaries have in fact declared that Fred- 
erick William II was actually an Illuminatus, and others add 
that the reason why the Jews were so friendly and influential 
was due to the fact that the Hohenzollerns already had some 
Jewish blood in their veins through a Miss Eskeles, a Jewess, 
whose sister was the beloved mistress of a Hapsburg, Joseph 
Il. 

If this is true, it would account for the revolutionary 
traits of these monarchs, and for the reason for the Prussian 
princes being chosen to rule Europe. 

Nesta Webster declares: “The accession to the throne of 
William I and of the ministry of Bismark, whose mother was 
the Jewess Louisa Menken, opened a fresh field to Jewish 
activities.” 

The Jews were the only people who were able to use 
Bismark so that all Liberal reforms in Germany would turn 
to the profit of the Jews. 

An industrialist who visited the Prussian War Ministry 
in September, 1914, pictured his amazement when he found 
installed in this high office, not, as he had expected, officers 
and military officials, but preponderantly Jews. 

Herr Walter Rathenau sat in a large room, at an enor- 
mous secretarial writing-table, and “dispensed” and gave away 
the army contracts. Around him were seated, almost with- 
out exception, Jewish clerks and Jewish business people. 

The feeble government under Emperor William II, 
which had always formerly favored Jews in all important 
positions, allowed this to happen, owing to its embarrassment 
and perplexity; and if, in the course of the war, any fact 
arose conspicuously to the surface which, until then, had only 
been perceptible to those who see deeply, and which even 
then appeared incredible to German visionaries, it was the 
fact that since the beginning of William II’s reign, the Jews 
had been the real rulers of the German Empire. 


FOR THE past 15 years those in immediate personal con- 
tact with the Kaiser were Hebrew financiers, Hebrew 
manufacturers, and Hebrew merchants like Emil and Walter 
Rathenau, Balin, Schwabach, James Simon, Friedlander- 
Fuld, Goldberger, Guttmann, Hulshinisky, Katzenstein, and 
others. 

We quote the New York Evening Post for July 22, 1924, 
with this statement: “The Kaiser had to consult Rothchild to 
find out whether he could declare war.” 

In considering Hitler’s rise to power, be apprized of 
the following situation: 

Upon the change from the old regime to the new, that is, 
from the monarchy to the so-called republic, the cabinet com- 
posed of six men, which substituted the Ministry of State, 
was dominated by the Jews Haase and Landsberg. 

Haase had control of foreign affairs. His assistant was 
the Jew Kautsky, a Czech, who in 1918 was not even a Ger- 
man citizen. 

Also associated with Haase were the Jews Cohen and 
Herzfeld. The Jewish Financial Minister of State was Schif- 
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fer, assisted by the Jew Bernstein. The Secretary of the In- | 
terior was the Jew Preuss, with the Jew Dr. Freund for his 
assistant. 
The Jew Fritz Max Cohen, who was correspondent of | 


theFrankfurter Zeitung in Copenhagen, was made govern- | 
ment publicity agent. 


HE KINGDOM of Prussia duplicated this condition of 
affairs. The Jews Hirsch and Rosenfeld dominated the | 
Cabinet, with Rosenfeld controlling the Department of Jus. | | 
tice, and Hirsch in the Department of the Interior. The 
Jew Simon was engaged in the Treasury Department. The | 
Prussian Department of Justice was wholly manned and 
operated by Jews. The Director of Education was the Jew 
Meyer-Gerhard. The Jew Kastenberg was director of the 
Department of Art. The War Food Supply Department | 
was directed by the Jew Wurm, while in the State Food De | 
partment were the Jews Dr. Hirsch and the Geheimarat Dr. 
Stradthagen. The Soldiers’ and Workmens’ Committee was 
directed by the Jew Cohen, with the Jews Stern, Hertz, Low- 
enberg, Frankel, Israelowicz, Laubenhiem, Seligsohn, Kat- 
zenstein, Laufenberg, Heimann, Schlesinger, Marz, and 
Weyl, having control of the various activities of the Com- 
mittee. 

The Jew Ernst was chief of police at Berlin. In the same 
office in Frankfurt was the Jew Sinzheimer, in Munich the 
Jew Steiner, in Essen the Jew Levy. 

It will be remembered that the Jew Wisner was President 
of Bavaria, his financial adviser being the Jew Jaffe. Bavaria’s 
trade and commerce were in the hands of the half-Jew Bren- 
tano. The Jews Lipsinsky and Schwarz were active in the 
government of Saxony; the Jews Thalheimer and Heiman in 
Wurtemberg, the Jew Fulda in Fessen. 

Two delegates sent to the peace conference were Jews 
and a third was notoriously the tool of Jewish purposes. In 
addition, Jews swarmed through the German delegation as 
“experts” and “advisers’—Max Warburg, Dr. Von Strauss, 
Merton, Oskar Oppenheimer, Dr. Jaffe, Deutsch, Brentano, 
Struck, Rathenau, Wasserman, and Mendelsohn-Batholdi. 


fS IT any wonder that with such a state of affairs main- 
taining, Hitler should have been espoused by the German 
people as a leader who could and would rid them of the same 
Frankenstien of Jewry that is becoming quite as burdensome 
and offensive to Christian Americans in the United States? 

Today the German people have become fully aware of 
their peril and under the leadership of Hitler are making a 
desperate effort to free themselves from Jewish bondage.

EWS asa race should no more be blamed 
for murdering Jesus, than Americans 
as a people, in the year 1933, should be 
blamed for butchering whole tribes of 
North American Indians that certain 
lands in the west should be opened, 
railroads go through and wheat wave 
in August wind. Remember that. 

We are holding no brief for Jews, 
one way or another. We are interested 
in seeing justice of intellect done, in 
you as well as in all peoples of these 

United States. But there are both good Jews and bad Jews. 
And unfortunately just at this time in the American nation 
there is an ugly preponderance of the latter. That is to say, 
strictly materialistic-minded Hebrews who want to see Israel 
come back into a position of worldly domination, not so much 
because they love their own blood or their religion as a re- 
ligion, but due to the power that will accrue to them under 
such an arrangement personally. 

This power complex, or the grasp for power, is always 
a sign of weakness in the spiritual strength of the individual. 
The weak man, the cowardly man, the timorous man, the 
man who is ailing somehow in his spirit, always reaches out 
eagerly for power. He wants it with an awful yearning 
because he has before him constantly the reflection of his 
own nakedness or impotence as he sees himself mirrored in 
events. 

Do you do this about Jews: forgive them none of their 
trespasses, when they inflict wrong on righteous persons or 
take advantages where they have no moral license, by the 
laws of equity and just compensation, to take advantages. 
Do you do all in your power to rectify the wrongs which 
they continually inflict in their spiritual inhibitions. But at 
the same time, in rightousness to your own intellect, do you 
recognize that the Jew as you find him in America tonight is 
here because you need him as much as he needs you. 


B THIS we mean, it is quite as necessary to have the 
Jew here among you in this peculiar phase of the world’s 
social turn-over as it is necessary for a patient to have a phial 
of certain pills, or a given nostrum, on the table by the doc- 
tor’s orders, to aid him in éttaining to a certain standard 
of physical and bodily health. 

Now it would be very easy to jest here, or to call up a 
certain rancor within the spirit, that this is so. But bigger 
brains than are exhibiting anywhere on earth tonight, have 
decreed it. And for a purpose. Do you recognize it also. 
Recognize that man in his present state is quite as selfish and 
inhibited as any persecuted and mentally twisted son of 
Judah. Mankind in general, we say. He has much the same

lessons to learn. He may exhibit his characteristics as to race 
and temperament in a different way ethically, but he has 
given himself plenty of cause to detest and despise himself, 
and when the cycle is run he will have learned the same 
lesson that the Hebrew is having to learn, only learning it 
from the positive anode instead of the negative. 


HE HEBREW is a curious creature. He is a person of 
paradoxical moods. He is fiercely religious one mo- 
ment and utterly callous about spiritual matters the next. In 
nine cases out of ten it has been some trait exercising within 
himself that has suffering back of it, that has altered his 
mood of the moment. Let no one tell you that the Jews 
or Hebrews are a thick-skinned people. They are naked as 
infants in their mother’s laps when it comes to a successful 
hiding of their nervous and spiritual sensitivities. They are 
a people obsessed with but one idea: to get all out of life 
which it has to give them because they are terrified by and at 
their own indiscretions in Cosmos. We might put it that 
they are frightened out of their wits, morning, noon, and 
night, at how much they have to learn ethically before they 
can ever graduate as a race out of the earth-plane and into 
the higher reaches of Immortal Cosmos. 


They do not know where they are going. They are un- 
certain of the very things in which they seem to place the 
highest concern. They are willing to be led into almost any 
exploit. Just now in vast numbers they have been led into 
the exploit of trying by the union of their finances and inter- 
national political cooperation, to exploit this world situation, 
which they had no small part in creating—but from a far 
different motivation than you think—for their own perma- 
nent racial and political gain. They think in a measure that 
they are chosen to do a job of social house-cleaning for the 
Almighty and for themselves. Of course they are both 
wrong and right in this. They are wrong in their concept of 
exactly what this house-cleaning comprises, and they are 
right in that they are being employed to teach the rest of the 
world lessons in patience at their social stupidities while at 
the same time they effect a reapproachment with themselves 
in new worldly circumstances under a different set of leaders. 


Jewry at the present time is led by too many evil and 
self-seeking men of their own race and faith who are certain 
that there is naught beyond the Veil but nihility and identity 
annihilation. They are the worst sort of materialists, the 
grossest types of spiritual creations. And many of them 
are quite right in their fears that little of recognizable value 
lies beyond the Beyond for them when they have wrought 
themselves into situations with other races where it may very 
well happen that their physical lives will be forfeit, when 
some of their more wicked strategies become public property. 
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We would say this to you now, however: The Jew as you 
find him in the present day and at the present hour, is a strict 
creature of environment who is befuddled and bewildered 
and yet nervously trying to keep it hidden from so- 
ciety, erroneously believing that if he does show his hand in 
the matter of his feelings, he will at once lose what little 
caste he does hold, and own, through the instrumentality of 
his wealth. 


ANP let us tell you something else. No Jew really be- 
lieves that he is great. No matter what heights the indi- 
vidual Hebrew may attain, he is never quite sure that he has 
made the grade or that it truly amounts to anything. This 
is true because he does not recognize the true spiritual values 
in his heart of hearts, as applied to other races beside his own. 
He is so strict a materialist that he must always consider the 
other races in terms of mental or emotional strategy. And 
make no mistake, there is emotional strategy and the Hebrew 
is a past-master in indulging himself in it. The Hebrew 
will go to any lengths to be thought well of. He will scheme 
and plan to improve the condition of himself and of his peo- 
ple. He will submit docilely and in the interests of his faith 
and kin, to the most shockingly immodest and inartistic lead- 
ership—that leads him straight into social purgatory, gen- 
eration after generation, and then try to hoodwink himself 
in the belief that it is all sent of the Spirit-God whom he 
knows as Jehovah-Creator. And all the time what he is 
truly doing is giving his emotions a joy-ride and refusing 
to accredit it, even to his own consciousness. 

The Jew likes to flagellate his own emotions in order 
to prove that he possesses them and that they are in good 
working order. By emotions we by no means sentimentali- 
ties, for there are emotions that are quite the opposite of 
sentimentality. The Jew hates to be caught napping in a 
bargain—or getting beaten in a bargain—not because the 
money means so much to him, but because he has the chance 
to feel superior in his own emotions when he has proven 
he cannot be trapped. 

It is of course true that all men go through the life ex- 
perience to derive much the same lessons from its activities, 
and emotions are indulged in by a hundred races for the sake 
of the physical satisfactions or gratifications they bring. In 
the main, however, in the case of the Jew, he is an earthly 
creature and living on an earthly plane, who wants to be 
shown there is something better than this world, before he 
will believe it. 


ND HE is not to be blamed for this. On the whole he 
is to be pitied. The Children of Judah abroad in the 
world today are deserving of about as much pity as it is pos- 
sible to muster for any people, anywhere. They are such 
wilfully stupid children, “a stiff-necked people” truly, who 
must go on and on living for a score of generations yet be- 
fore they arrive at an understanding of what it is in their 
general compositions that make them of odiom to other 
peoples who clash with them and who go so far at times as 
to seek a bloodglut at their personal expense. 


Do you do this: 


Alter your thinking about the Jewish people in this re- 
gard: Do not castigate them, for no matter how bad they 


are, or how much they are suffering for want of plain intel- 
ligent leadership, they know kindness when it is offered them, 
and are responsive to gentleness and brotherly human treat- 
ment. But do this: Preserve a gentler attitude toward their 
silly childish faults and go slow in berating and trouncing 
them because, being children, they soil their beds and other- 
wise render themselves obnoxious in a physical way. Think 
whenever you come in contact with a Hebrew: there goes a 
child in a grown man’s body, a creature whose true cosmic 
smartness exists only in his own mind, who has not the 
sense as yet to grasp anything but the lowest orders of animal 
cunning in his trade and ethical relationships. If he had, 
he would have the sense to keep himself out of those harass- 
ments in the minds of his brother races that raise up persecu- 
tions. 


So long as a man is persecuted generally, there is some- 
thing wrong with Him mentally, that he doesn’t see what it 
is and correct it. There is no equivocation for this, no 
amendment to this axiom. The man who cannot grasp how 
others are regarding him, so that he acquires a persecution 
complex in his own mind, has a long, long way to go before 
he can say honestly that he is truly wise in the ways either 
of mundanity or eternity. He is a child with no language 
but a cry. Over the course of centuries, mayhap such knowl- 
edge comes to him. For the present generation his own 
stupidity will probably trip him up again and perhaps wreck 
him. 

But the irony will be that he will not recognize that it és 
his own stupidity. Until he does win out over his own 
stupidity ethically, he rejoices that he is smart and in the 
greatness of his weakness either brags about it, or about him- 
self, or looks down on those from whom he has wrested an 
advantage by means fair or foul. No matter. In the exact 
measure that he shows condescension, he needs compassion to 
understand the moods and reactions and conditioned reflexes 
making condescension a thing of moment.

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When “Humpty Dumpty 
Sat on a Wall” 


A CANADIAN sends in this clever 
skit on the diablerie of usury . . 


Of all the visionaries who long ago viewed the 
present situation, perhaps not one gave such a clear 
picture as the writer of the nursery rythm, 
“Humpty Dumpty sat on a Wall,” 

The very words Humpty Dumpty give us a pic- 
ture of “booms and depressions” so well known 
and used by the financial interests. 

He was an “egg” and “not a good one” for we 
all know what happens to an egg sitting on top of 
a wall. 

He sat on a wall. The writer saw the walls of 
the Bank of England built from the stones of 
London Wall. Wall Street in New York was prop- 
erly named. The tariff walls were built for 
Humpty to sit on and some people dug a pit, “the 
wheat pit,” so they could get a better view. 

At first a few people and later all people, paid 
tribute to Humpty Dumpty in the form of inter- 
est and although the poet does not mention it, this 
was probably the cause of his downfall.

“It smells too 
high.” When one price is stood up, another falls 
down, and it looks like a jig-saw puzzle with sev- 
eral pieces (interest) missing. 

So it is obvious that we have to get along with- 
out a Humpty Dumpty financial system and pay 
interest to ourselves, and the coming Christ order. 
The prices of the old system will eventually find 
place in the museum of the “bond age.”

The elements of this problem are: 

(a) How to stop competition for possession of 
this accumulated wealth among the capitalists 
themselves? 

(b) How to make the possession of this wealth 
by the few capitalists permanent? 

(c) How to effect a guaranteed security for the 
private ownership of this accumulated wealth? 

(d) How to make this accumulated wealth earn 
interest forever? 

Of course, the great ideal fulfills the objec- 
tive of the religious belief of a “chosen people,” 
chosen by God Almighty to rule over all other 
peoples. Their scepter of power lies in controlling 
the wealth and credits of the whole world. 

Communism achieves this objective in a non- 
profiteering commonwealth under control of a 
money-bund behind the throne of a dictator.
